York, that the amateur speculator faced the 
keen competition of corporation officials, floor 
traders, and specialists who could take advan- 
tage of the “slightest fluctuations”’ of the 
market. ‘‘The best thing for the average 
man to do is to stay away from the’ stock 
market,’’ Professor Shuster advised. “I know 
of very few amateurs who have made any 
spectacular profits or permanent gains from 
stock speculation. But if a man is going to 
play the market there are certain rules he 
should follow.”’ 

Professor Shuster asserted that no amateur 
speculator should buy on margin, but if that 
was necessary, he should make his margin as 
large as sible, preferably 50 per cent, or 
more. f the stock starts down and the 
margin is endangered he should sell some of 
the stock and reduce the margin in that way 
rather than borrow more money, 

“Where the amateur speculater always 
fails is in taking his profits,’ he said, 
‘There are no profits until the stocks are 
sold and the money is in the bank, The 
paper profits about which the amateur always 
talks cannot truly be classed as profits. The 
amateur fails as well in taking his losses. 
It is the expert who takes his losses gracefully 
before they become too large.”

ASH.

WHAT THE SPECTRUM 
REVEALS. 


As part of the gone and chemical 
survey of British coal resources, the British 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research has issued a Fuel Research Survey 
Paper dealing with the methods of analysis 
of’ coal ash. 

Coal ash, the paper states, consists of a 
complex mixture of elements, mainly present 
as oxides (or, in combination with silica, as 
silicates), and generally some sulphates. The 
report deals with the determination of the 
commoner of these, which constitute the 
major part of most ashes. The methods 
described have been selected, after extended 
trials and with such adaptations as ex- 
perience has shown to be desirable, from 
those already recognised for the analysis of 
silicate rocks and other materials similar in 
composition to coal ash. Methods are given 
for the separation and estimation of silica, 
iron, titanium, aluminium, calcium, man- 
ganese, magnesium, phosphrous, alkalis, and 
sulphur trioxide. , 

Many other elements, some of them classed 
with the rare elements, have been detec 
from time to time jin coal or coal ash, and an 
appendix gives a bibli hy of reported 
occurrences of these. ormerly their pre- 
sence was mainly a matter of purely scientific 
or academic interest, but in view of their 
possible action as catalysts in certain pro- 
cesses of coal utilisation (e.g., hydrogenation), 
their detection and determination have 
recently assumed considerable practical im- 
portance. Since they occur generally in small 
amounts—often ag mere traces—this is likely 
to be a matter of considerable difficulty, but 
the report states that the progress already 
made in spectrum analysis indicates that this 
may prove a satisfactory and rapid method 
of determining, not only the presence but 
also the amounts, of certain of these elements. 

A spectrum analysis applied to flue dust 
obtained from the combustion of South York- 
shire coal detected the presence of the follow- 
ing thirty-one elements:—Lithium, sodium, 
potassium, rubidium, caesium, copper, silver, 
calcium, strontium, zine, aluminium, gallium, 
indium, thallium, carbon, jum, silicon, 
lead, vanadium, phosphorus, arsenic, anti- 
mony, bismuth, oxygen, chromium, malyb-. 
denum, salphur, manganese, chlorine, iron 
and nickel.

CORONER COMMENTS (0;

Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, at St. Michael's Hospital, 
Dun Laoghaire, yesterday, investigated the 
death of the eighteen-year-old ‘bus con- 
ductor, Michael Kenny, North King street, 
whose body was taken from the sea, near 
Salthill Railway Station, on Saturday. 

James Kenny, a brother of the dead man, 
who gave evidence of identification, sail 
that he was. not sure if his brother could 
swim, but knew that he was in the habit of 
bathing at Salthill. 

Bernard Butler said that he was going to 
bathe at Seapoint, with some other boys at 
7.15 p.m. on Friday last, when he saw a 
man bathing a hundred yards from the 
shore, where there was a bundle of clothes. 
Returning about 9 p.m., witness found the 
same clothes, but, as he saw no other signs 
of the man, he told some people about it. 

Charles Butler said that; at 3.45 p.m. on 


Saturday, he saw the body in between a 


cluster of rocks at Salthill, and, assisted his 
brother, Matthew, to bring it ashore. On 
the same evening witness waded and swam 
about 150 yards from the shore and found 
himself at his own depth, 

Matthew Butler corroborated, and. said 
that the body was directly in front of a 
bunch of seaweed, which witness called 
“ Sailors’ Lichen.”” The body was not 
entangled, but the weed was near. Witness 
had never met any dangerous obstruction 
while bathing in the vicinity. 

Dr. Joseph Phelan, St, Michael's Hospital, 
said that death, in his opinion, was due 
to asphyxia following drowning. There were 
superficial lacerated wounds on the body, but 
witness did not think these could have been 
caused by rocks. a 

Inspector Quinn, who represented the Civic 
Guards, said that the suggestion had been 
made that Kenny's injuries were the resu't 
of factors other than those already related. 
Witness’s inquiries did not reveal any ob- 
structions to bathers at this point. 

In giving his verdict, which accorded with 
the medical evidence, the Coroner observed: 
Ix view of the suggestions to which Inspector 
Quinn referred, ig se it necessary to go 
more closely into the medical evidence than 
is usual. It was suggested that the injuries 
bad been caused by such factors as barbed 
wire or floating tin-cans and buckets. There 
is no substantiation of the allegations what- 
ever. This is no court to determine whether 
any tin-cans or things of that kind should 
be placed on any dump, and I have only 
done what I should in investigating the 
cause of these injuries. 

“Tf people have to make these suggestions, 
] wish they would come to court and sub- 
stantiate them in person. I should be glad 
to hear evidence of that nature, but I will 
pot allow this court to be turned into a place 
where personal animosities or jealousies may 
be promoted. The doctor's evidence is very 
clear; there is no doubt the injuries. were 
post mortem, and were due to the fact that

“Tf we have not as in previous years seen 
any diminution in the number of newspapers 
pulilished, we have witnessed an unparalleled 
era of extravagance aud reckless expenditure. 

“ We have seen the commencement of the 
greatest newspaper warfare in the history of 
our profession. Never has so much money 
been spent by rival papers in a hectic race 
for circulation. 

“ Never, indeed—although not in the good 
old Pickwickian style—has and pro- 
fessional rivalry been so bitter. 

“The purse is the chief weapon in this 
insane competition; and what the actual cos 
will be it is difficult to estimate. _ 

‘Some authorities have placed it as high 
as at the rate of three millions to three and 
a half millions a year, and the united profits 
of the papers concerned last year amounted 
to little more than half this sum; the gravity 
o: the conflict can be realised. 

“Money which should be spent in the 
better management and production of a paper, 
in improving the conditions under which the 
journalist works, is now being literally thrown 


away. ' 
SUICIDAL POLICY. 


Apart from the fact that free distribution 
of gifts was, he said; a direct menace to fair 
trade, it seemed to him suicidal for néws- 
paper proprietors to undermine the very trade 
of the advertisers upon whom they depend 
for revenue. : 

“These attempts to increase circulation 
are all the more to be regretted as there never 
was a time when it was more necessary to 
concentrate upon the legitimate aspects of 
our business. 

“Newspaper work never stands still, and 
money taken from natural development must 
inevitably result in a deterioration in produc- 
tion and also loss of employment.” 

His predecessors had, he said, endeavoured 
to forecast the future of the modern Press. 
He had done it himself, but in their fore- 
casts they never anticipated such a gamble 
aa was now taking place. 

Colour printing, pictures by wireless, new 
and improved types, mechanical improvements 
and immense home, foreign and wireless ser- 
vices, were additional burdens on the cost of 
production. 

é“ And yet money which should be used 
for further advancement is being scattered in 
less profitable ways, he continued. 

“It is significant that provincial news- 
papers which are closely in touch with the 
advertiser, refuse to follow the example set 
by a section of the London Press. 


FICTITIOUS CIRCULATION. 


“The advertisers in the P vnigereere would 
have no hesitation in cancelling their adver- 
tisements if any paper enjoying their support 
was foolish enough to give away goods upon 
the sale of which their trade depended. 

“ Even gold can be bought too dearly, and 
circulation based upon gifts are essentially 
fictitions, and do not improve the value of the 


roperty. 
: “Long ago American publishers learnt from 
bitter experience that nothing was to 
uained by buying circulation in a bidding con- 
test, but that much was to be lost. 

‘This, I am convinced, will be the ex- 
perience of publishers in this country.” — 

There were two other factors which did not

“When Christopher Columbus started out 
from Spain on his memorable voyage of dis- 
covery,’ said Dr. Hanna, “ he did not know 
where he was going. When he landed he did 
not know where he was, and when he 
returned he did not know where he had 
been. And the world to-day is im a very 
similar plight. It has lost its way, and is 
ignorant of its past, of its- present and of its 
future. It is a time when men of good-will 
should throw all the influence they 
into everything that favours international co- 
operation and peace. That is one of the pro- 
fessed objects for which Rotary stands, and 
which the movement is striving to promote in 
the world,’’ 

With their simple ideals of friendship and 
service they might seem futile and helpless in 
the welter of hate and jealousy and misrepre- 
sentation at present abroad in the world. 
“ But the foolish things of the’ world had 
been chosen before now to confound the wise, 
and the weak things to confound the mighty, 
and things despaired of to bring to naught 
the things that are. 

“It is because I believe that Rotary has 
behind it the eternal principles of righteous- 
ness and. love and peace that it has done 
what it has done, and in the future will 
effect still nobler conquests.”

The report that Sean O’Casey has com- 
pleted a new play will be received with 
considerable satisfaction by his many 
admirers in Ireland. Five years have 
now passed since the .ajection of '' The 
Silver Tassie’ by the directors of the 
Abbey Theatre led to an acrimonious 
correspondence between Messrs. Yeats and 
O’Casev, and the incident has been almost 
forgotten. Since that time Mr. O’Casey 
has himself rejected the offered member- 
ship of the Irish Academy of Letters; but 
his three longer plays continue to be as 
popular as ever at the Abbey Theatre. 
It is said that this new play has taken 
three years to write, and that it is written 
throughout in the symbolistic. manner of 
the second act of “ The Silver Tassie.”’ 
It is at present entitled ‘‘ Within the 
Gates.’’ That title may be altered when 
production has been arranged, but up to 
the moment no such arrangements have 
been made. It may be that the new play 
will be seen at the Abbey Theatre, but it 
is more likely to have its first production 
in London some time next year. 
Gen Years of Playwriting. 
A decade has now. passed. since Sean 
O’Casey’s first play, “ The Shadow of a 
Gunman,’ was staged at the Abbey 
Theatre, and it is generally understood. 
that he had written many plays before 
that now-popular piece was accepted. Then 
came the trifling ' Cathleen Listens In,” 
and in March, 1924, the great success of 
“Juno and the Paycock,’’ which is still 
his most successful play. Six months 
later came “ Nannie’s Night Out,” which 
even Miss Sara Allgood could make nothing!

RANJI'S CONNEMARA 
ESTATE. 


Since the death of the Maharajah Jam 
Sahib of Nawanagar, better known as 
“ Ranji,” of cricket fame, the beautifully 
situated property which he occupied at Bally- 
nahinch Castle, Connemara, has been on the 
market for private sale. 

Mr. Lougheed, of Messrs. Joyce, Mackie 
and Lougheed, who was met on his way from 
London by an /rish Times representative, 
said that, 3 sale purposes, the property has 
been divided into four main divisions—(1) 
Ballynahinch Castle and fishery; (2) Inagh 


Lodge and fishery; (3) Glendalough House ; 


and fisherv; (4) Derrada Lodge. 

In 1925 the entire property was purchased 
by the Maharajah Jam Sah.b of Nawanagar 
from the then owner, Mr. Richard Berridge, 
for £31,250. The Maharajah always referred 
to Ballynahinch Castle as his ‘“* paradise,” 
and the fishery has been described by an 
eminent angler as ‘‘ the most complete fishery 
in the world.” It consists of twenty miles of 
lakes and rivers. 

- Inagh Lodge and fishery has been purchased 
by Sir William Arbuthnot Lane, Bart., C.B., 
FRCS. London. 

Mr. Richard Berridge, the former owner 
of Ballynahinch, now resides at Screede, 
Maam Cross, where he has a very 
fishery. His father bought the estate for 
£250, about seventy years ago from 
‘Humanity Dick” Martin, a member of 
Parliament, who did a lot of work for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals.

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NORTHERN IRELAND 
RETURN. 


The Northern Ireland Registrar-General’s 
return for the quarter ended June 30, which 
has just been published, records falls in ite 
marriage, birth, and death rates, as compared 
with the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The fall in the death rate is especially 
pronounced. The present rate of 13.0 per 
1,000 of the estimated pulation is the 
lowest rate recorded for the June quarter. 
Although the birth rate of 20.8 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population is lower than the 
rate for the June quarter of last year, the 
actual number of births registered shows an 
increase, the fall in the rate being due to an 
increase in the estimated population. Despite 
the light fall in the jresent quarter, the 
Northern Ireland birth -rate still remains the 
highest in the British Isles. 

The Chief Medical Officer of the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs refers in the return 
to the prevalance of :carlet fever throughout 
the province during the quarter under re 
view. Of this disease cases were nutified 
to the Ministry, and eleven deaths from the 
disease were registered, the highest number 
} since the first quarter of 1931. The deaths 
from other epidemic diseases were, however, 
well below normal.

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HOSPITAL LIBRARY 
SCHEME.

Patients in Free State hospitals will at 
some time in the future have the advantage 
of a lending library, especially established for 
their benefit, It is not every hospital which 
is in a position to supply those in its wards 
with a comprehensive, or even an adequate, 
range of reading matter. When the new 
scheme is in operation, however, only the 
hospital patient of unusual lit tastes will 
be unable to obtain suitable ks. with 
which to lighten what might otherwise prove 
dull hours. 

The scheme concerned was the subject of a 
section in the Public Hospitals Act, recently 
passed by the Free State Parliament. 

The section provides for the making of a 
grant by the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health “at the request of any 
arm controlling or about to establish a 
ending library for the supplying of books for 
the use of persons or inmates in hospitals.”

A library scheme is in operation for hospi- 
tals in London, and it is bable that the 
Free State library will worked upon 
somewhat similar Imes.

Mr. Fitagerald-Kenney, former Minis- 

ter for Justice, severely criticised the 
Government on its action regarding tha 
Public Safety Bill, and challenged Mr. Rutt- 
ledge to deny that the majority of the new 
men he brought into the Civic Guarda are 
men Of 1.R.A. or Saor Eire opinions, 

“ When we were in office,” he said, “and 
from the time Mr. de Valera came into the 
Dail there was no bil! which we that 
came in for so many attacks as the Conatita- 
tional Amendment Act of 1931. ‘There was 
no bill more attacked than that, and on more 
than one occasion Mr. de Valera spoke out 
absolutely, clearly, and definitely in con- 
demnation of it. 

"We put it into force to put an end to 
Commonism, but they (the Government) put 
it into force to make this country safe for 
Communism in order that it may hve and 
flourish in this State. The policy of the 
Communist party is first to endeavour to get 
a footing in the armed forces of the State, 
create what they call Communist ‘célls’ in 
the forces of the State, and that is just what 
they have managed to do here. They have 
got Communist ‘cells’ in the Civic Guards, 
and that has been created by the presént 
Government, and 1 challenge Mr. Rattledge 
to deny that the majority of the new men 
whom he brought into the Civic Guards are 
men of I.R.A.. or Saor Eire opinions.” 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Referring to the National Guard, Mr. 
Kenney said that it must be borne in mind 
that the citizens of a State have a moral right 
to form associations. That has been laid 
down by'Pope Leo XILI. in the most famous 
Encyclical of modern times, wherein he 
stated :—‘‘ To enter into societies is the 
natural right of man, and the State is bound 
to protect natural .ights and not to destroy 
them, and if it forbids its citizens to form 
associations it contradicts the very principle 
of its own existence; for: both they and it 
exist in virtue of the like principle—viz., 
the natural tendency of man to dwell in 
society. s 
‘He goes on to say,” proceeded Mr. 
Kenney, ‘‘that the State may justly prevent 

ciations being formed, or dissolvé exist- 
Ing associations which are clearly bad, unlaw- 
ful or dangerous to tire State.” but, adds 
His Holiness, ' every precaution should be 
taken not to violate the rights of indivi- 
duals, and not to impose unreasonable regula- 
tions under the pretence of public benefit. 
For laws only bind when they are in ac- 
cordance with right reason, and hence With 
the Eternal Law of God.” 

‘From this decree of the Pope,’’ continued 
the speaker, ‘‘ it follews that the young men 
or this State have a moral right to form an 
association like the National Guard: that 
the Government have no moral right to pre- 
vent. them; and that any proclamation or law 
declaring that association ‘(the National 
Guard) to be lleva) would not have any 
moral force or vahdity, or be binding upon 
the consciences of men 


NO UNLAWFUL OBJECT. 


' Lhere is not one single unlawful object 
among the objects which the National Guard 
have set themselves to accomplish. The young

and that the right of free speech is preserved,

e rate of the purchasers’ yments is 
inadequate to meet the needs of nearly 400 
other would-be purchasers of their homes, 
whose own immediate contribution to the cost 
is lying idle in banks, while they are, as it 
were, otit in the cold. More is needed 
for the operation of the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Act if building of this kind is 
hot td céase in Dublin, and large numbers 
engaged in the building trade are not to be 
disemployed and thrown into the sorry ranks 
of the receivers of public relief, 

The Act has been worked with satisfaction 
to the Corporation and to the persons who 
were fortunate er hy have their applica- 
tions completed. é have been very few 
cases in which there has been difficulty in 
collecting putchase money ; indeed, in almost 
all transactions repayments are kept up to 
the mark. | 

The Corporation officials, who have so 
efficiently carried on the work, have only one 
difficulty, the completion of every application. 
At the present time applications still are 
being received at an average rate of three 
and four a day. 


CALL TO GOVERNMENT.

HOW IT CAME TO BE 
» FIRED. 


ig the dawn of August 22, 1914, the first 


.shoty of the, Great War, so far as the 
British land forcés were Coticerted, was ' 
fired by Cotporal Thomas, ““C’ Squadron, 
Royal Irish eg a Guards, now amalga- 
matéd with the 7th Dtagoon Guards and 
named the 4th/7th Dragoon Guards, presently 
stationed at Tidworth. The firing of that 
fateful shot came about in this way. age 
The night before, the 2nd Cavalry Brigade 
was pushed forward as “ the eyes and ears” 
of the British Expeditionary Forte—the 
weather being thick and marky and unsuit- 
able for aerial observation—as far as Obourg,

Captain C. B. ang | asked and obtained 
permission to pursue the Uhlans, and at his 
word the two motinted troops dashed from 
their cover and swept along the road, over- 
took the Uhlans, swords flashed and thrust, 
four Uhlans fell and half a dozén more were 
ridden down and taken prisoners.

President Roosevelt’s Plan. 

President Roosevelt is making progress, 
even if it be slow progress, with his 
‘‘ recovery programme.’’ The scheme has 
been in operation now for precisely three 
weeks, and already a substantial difference 
has been made in the United States’ unem- 
ployment problem. In essence the scheme 
is simple. President Roosevelt has asked 
the various industries to evolve “' codes ” 
of labour for themselves, under which they 
will consent to reduce the working hours of 
every man whom they employ by such-and- 
such a number of hours, and to keep 
wages above a fixed minimum. aving 
thus formulated its code, an industry is 
expected to submit it to the President for 
approval. If he believes that it is not 
sufficiently generous in scope to suit the 
““ recovery programme,” he returns it, un- 
approved, to the industry concerned. If, 
on the other hand, the plan seems satis- 
factory, the President signs it, the in- 
dustry signs it, and it is put into imme- 
diate operation. Any industry that refuses 
to draw up its own code will be forced to 
accept the Government’s “ blanket code ” 
—a comprehensive agreement which simply 
will impose a level of wages and of work- 
ing hours upon the refractory industries, 
whether they like it or not. This is the 
aspect of his plan which has provoked 
cries. of ‘‘ dictatorship” against the 
President 
A fair number of industries has sub- 
mitted private codes already. The wool 
textile industry has signed; the retail 
industry has signed, and news arrived 
during the week’s end that the huge steel, 
oil and lumber industries have enrolled 
themselves under the President's banner. 
There are still many mutineers. The coal 
industry has refused thus far to ‘* come 
in,” and the motor industry is dis- 
united. Ninety per cent. of the manu- 
facturers are willing to accept a 
code, but the remaining ten per cent., 
which includes the redoubtable Mr. Henry 
Ford, stand aloof. Mr. Ford, indeed, does 
not object to the principle of President 
Roosevelt’s plan: for that matter, it is 
understood that, whatever terms may be 
accepted by the industry as a whole, he 
will go one better than them. What he 
dislikes is the possibility of trade union 
interference under the new plan. One of 
the clauses of President Roosevelt’s scheme 
insists that, if trade unions are formed in 
industry, the employers must be prepared 
to deal with them. Mr, Ford is a good 
employer, and is willing to remain a good 
employer, but he will not grant a loop- 
hole to the unions. Perhaps, a way will 
be found out of the difficulty; but, if it 
cannot be found, Mr. Ford is likely to 
suffer. 
On the surface President Roosevelt's 
task, now that the initial step has been 
taken, would appear to be simple. The 
industries which have accepted his plan 
embrace nearly 16,000,000 workers out of 
America’s total of 36,000,000. The people 
generally are behind him, and _ their 
enthusiasm is being kept hot by a cam- 
paign of intensive ‘‘ ballyhoo,"’ to which 
the American mind is particularly sus- 
ceptible. Unfortunately, there are com- 
plications. The trade unions have begun 
to complain, curiously, that the President 
is playing into the hands of big business. 
Many firms are failing to keep their obli- 
gations under their codes, and a consider- 
able number of people who have not 
troubled to accept the President’s plan are 
flaunting the “ blue eagle ” badge, which 
is the accredited sign of co-operation. It 
is too early, however, to prophesy the 
plan’s success or failure. Whatever its 
fate may be, it is a gallant effort to restore 
American prosperity, and President 
Roosevelt deserves the applause of all men 
who admire strength of purpose. We must 
not forget, too, that this plan of industrial 
codes, designed to create employment and 
to increase purchasing power, is only one 
part of the “ recovery programme,’’ and 
cannot be judged on its own merits alone. 
The President has many other irons in 
the fire. He has formed schemes to 
reduce wasteful competition: among the 
railways, to initiate a huge system of 
public works, to lend money to industry, 
to improve the marketing of agricultura: 
produce, to prolong mortgages and to 
develo» barren lands. Certainly, if his 
visions are realised, he will go down to 
history as a statesman of the first order. 


The New Palestine. 


The report recently published on the 
Census of Palestine in 1951 must be 


greeted with mixed feelings by those who 
have sympathy with Zionist aspirations. 
Two main features of the country under 
her new constitution emerge from the 
figures. In the first place, there has been 
an extraordinary increase in population 
since 1922, when the people were numbered 
according to their religions. The number 
returned in 1931 was slightly over a 
million, of whom 735 per cent. were 
Moslems, 17 per cent. Jews, and 8 per 
cent, Christians. In the nine years since 
the last enumeration the increase amounted 
to 36.8 per cent.; the Moslem community 
had increased by 28 per cent., and the 
Jews had doubled their numbers by 
immigration. So rapid an increase is 
without precedent in the vital statistics 
of any other country, and, if it is main 
{ tained, the population of Palestine will 


\ double itself within the next twenty years.

industrial development are by no means 
clear, Zionism cherishes as an ideal the

The figure of 5 
per cent, for the whole population, indeed, 
is surprisingly small. Of the Jews, three- 
quarters still live in the towns, where 
many of them are unable to find useful 
employment, The establishment of works 
to extract the :alts from the Dead. Sea is 
the only commercial enterprise of note to 
come into being in recent years, but con- 
siderable importance is attached to its 
potentialities, There is little likeli- 
hood, however, that the Jews will find 
prosperity on the soil. Attempts to 
develop agriculture on the fertile plain- 
land have proved to be of less service to 
the Jews than to the Moslems, who have 
taken advantage of the expenditure of 
Jewish capital to migrate from the hills 
towards the coastal belt. Palestine also 
has her peculiar problems in the social 
services; for the standard of public health 
is very far from satisfactory. Three per 
cent. of the popniation is insane, deaf or 
dumb, and in every thousand eight are 
totally blind. 


Degrees and Work. 


It seems that not only in Great Britain 
and Ireland, but throughout Europe, the 
professions are overcrowded. According to 
a report which has been prepared by the 
French Ministry of Labour, a good educa- 
tion in France has ceased to hold any 
assurance of a decent livelihood. The 
market value of a university degree, says 
the report, diminishes from year to year. 
To-day students of law in Paris are three 
times as numerous as they were thirty 
years ago, although the examinations have 
been made more difficult. Formerly a good 
degree was a passport to posts in schools 
and colleges, but last year nearly five 
hundred licentiates in science failed to find 
jobs. There is much distress among in- 
tellectual workers, and, at the official 
employment agencies, university graduates 
and doctors rub shoulders with domestic 
servants and chauffeurs. Of 5,000 applica- 
tions which were received last year by the 
Seine Labour Registry 750 came from 
well-educated men and women who were 
ready to accept almost any kind of work. 
One result of the depression is the largely 
increased @ntry for all Government posi- 
tions which offer permanent employment 
and stable salaries. At one time the 
average number of candidates for some 
eighty vacancies at the Colonial School was 
about two hundred; this year four 
hundred candidates competed for twenty- 
five vacancies. In the Free State also the 
economic value of a university degree is 
declining rapidly, and highly qualified 
graduates are applicants for the smallest. 


bodies. If Mr. de Valera gets his twenty- 
six county republic, and so puts the great 
arena of the British Empire outside the 
pale for the Free State’s university 
students, their outlook will be bleak, 
indeed. Where else will her annual output 
of young doctors find scope for their activi- 
ties? At the recent meeting of the British 
Medical Association we learnt that there 
were 2,500 unemployed doctors in the 
United States. 


Women Managers. 


We commented recently on the proposals 
of the Moyne Committee, which was set up 
to consider the problem of working-class 
accommodation in Great Britain. With 
other things it recommended that a more 
extensive use should be made of women as 
managers of house property. Manage- 
ment by women was adopted first on the 
initiative of Miss Octavia Hill some sixty 
years ago. Her idea was that a woman rent- 
collector came into personal contact with 
the housewife, and that she could employ 
the personal influence so gained—if she 
was a trained and intelligent woman—to 
induce tenants to take better care of their 
property. Many years ago an important 
estate, vested in the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, was placed in the charge of a 
pupil of Miss Hill, and a second pupil in 
1916 was appointed to deal with the large 
Cumberland Market estate, which. in- 
cluded 850 dwellings, 2,000 tenancies and 
8,000 people. This practice has grown in 
Great Britain since the War. The London 
County Council has a number of women 
superintendents already, who seem ‘to be 
highly successful, and, when the British 
Government's slum clearance plan is trans- 
lated into action, there will be a greatly 
increased demand for trained women 
managers. Here in Ireland, where the 
problem of housing must be tackled on 
the broadest lines in a very short time, we 
might do worse than study the workings of 
the Octavia Hill system in England. A 
precedent for the employment of women 
managers in Dublin exists in the 
Alexandra College Guild, which has done 
very successful work in the past.

Ely Culbertson’s four, is one of the 

founders of a National Bridge Association 

of Great Britain, the formation of which 
was annou yesterday. 

The Association plans to be the M.C.C. 
of bridge, to represent eg Mp throughout 
England, " Scotland Wales, and to 
organise ioarasmicitts and international 
matches. More than 5,000 representatives 
“of clubs are expected to join. 

This’ will syyce first comprehensive 
national] organisation in England,” the 
Secretary (Mr. D. A. Mehan) told a re- 
porter yesterday. ‘‘ The articles of associa- 
tion will be coinpleted this week.’’ 

Lord Tollemache will be President of 
the Association, with Sir Arthur H. Cros- 
field Vice-President, Colonel G. G. J. 
Walshe Chairman of the General Council, 
and Colonel H. M. Beasley Chairman of 
the Committee of Management. 

Representatives of all important bridge 
bodies have been invited to join the 
Council, which will have a membership 
of sixty. The first meeting will be held 
in October, after the holidays, at which 
sub-committees will be formed to deal with 
match-playing laws, tournaments, national 
championships, and international bridge 
affairs. | 

“Colonel Beasley has received letters 
from France and Belgium recognising this 
as the official British Association,” said 
the Secretary. 


IRISH INTEREST, 


The Council members will be representa. 
tives of the clubs and individual bridge 
authorities in England and Scotland. At 
the same time we shal] have representa 
tives in Ireland, and shall attempt to 
bring Ireland into the organisation. 

‘Our first work this week is to cir- 
culate the laws of duplicate match play, 
which will later be ratified or altered by 
the Laws Sub-Committee. We are adopt- 
ing the system drawn up by Mr. Ely 
Culbertson, who-has given his whole- 
hearted support to the formation of this 
Association.” 

It was stated that the Association 
wanted to avoid ‘“‘ Americanisation,’’ but 
wished to benefit by the wider experience 
of American bridge organisation. 

(Ine of the criticisms at the time of the 
seasley-Culbertson match was that the 
British four lacked team combination, 
whereas the Americans only entered in- 
ternational play after consistent practice 
together. 

lt is the aim of the British Association 
wniy to choose teams after thorough 
eliminsting contests, and. to provide the 
teams with, practice before playing inter- 
national matches.

British delegat: - 
intend to raise the question of wheat- 
dumping in this country by Germany and 
France, which have been offering wheat at 
18s. and 19s. a quarter respectively, as 
against about 25s. and 26s., the market 
price of British wheat. 


The Motor Industry. 


Trade promises well for the British 
motor car industry, which has been the 
least affected of all industries by the de- 
pression of recent years. Registrations of 
new cars are increasing, and the latest 
figures available show a considerable 
advance on those for the same period of 
last year. For the month of June vehicles 
registered for the first time in Great 
Britain were 17,472, compared with 13,603 
for the same month of last year, One of 
the most important factors in the revival 
of the motor trade is the manner in which 
the manufacturers’ have accommodated 
themselves to present conditions by pro- 
ducing models that comply with public 
requirements. Several firms, hitherto, 
identified with cars of the larger variety, 
are producing smaller models for next 
year. 


“Catholic Week” in Vienna, 


Cardinal Innitzer, Archbishop of 
Vienna, issues, on behalf of the Church 
in Austria, cordial invitation. to visitors 
from Great Britain and Ireland in con- 
nection with Vienna’s “Catholic Week,” 
which will be held early next month. 
This Catholic Week is a double celebra- 
tion. It marks the anniversary of the 
relief of Vienna, which was freed from 
the Turkish invaders in 1683, by the aid 
of John Sobieski, Poland’s warrior 
king. It also marks the 50C‘h anniversa ry 
of the completion of the Stephen’s Tower 
of the Viennese Cathedral—a famous 
feature of the city. On September 9th 
there wil] be a great Eucharistic pro- 
cession from the  Votivkirche in the 
Schottenring to the Cathedral of St. 
Stephen. On the following day hundreds 
of thousands of Roman Catholics will 
gather in the park of the former Imperial 
Schoenbrunn Palace, where an open-air 
Mass will be heard.

GRAVE. 


BUT GENERAL PUBLIC

POONA, Monday. 
This is the sixth day of Mr. Gandhi's 
fast, and he is gradually weakening. His 
condition is giving rise to considerable 
anxiety. Though he had a good night's 


rest last night, and was able to read the 


newspapers and talk to-day, he is obviously 
sinking. 
His wife, who was released from prison 


to-day to help in nursing him, spent four 


hours by his bedside. At midnight to-night 
he was sleeping peacefully. 

The Rev. C. F. Andrews has been 
attempting to negotiate between the 
Government of India and Mr. Gandhi, but 
his efforts are apparently fruitless, though 
he refused to say anything about them, as 
he is bound to secrecy. 

A striking feature is the Jack of interest 
shown by the public at Gandhi's presence 
at the hospital. A few visitors from 
Bombay called to-day, and a few journalists 
were present at the hospital. Otherwise 
there was no sign that anything unusual 
was happening. Only one police sergeant 
was on duty there to-night. 

It was stated by the Home Member in 
the Bombay Legislative Council to-day 
that, in addition to Mrs. Gandhi, two other 


friends would be permitted to visit Mr. | 


Gandhi daily. 
There was no intention, the Home 
Member added, to apply forcible feeding, 


and private doctors would be permitted to 


treat Mr. Gandhi if he should so desire. 

Another blow has been struck at Congress 
by the arrest at Lahore of its Aeting-Presi- 
dent, Sardar Sardul Singh Caveeshar, who 
was taken into custody this evening while 
picketing shops selling foreign cloth. 

Before his arrest Sardul Singh had issued 
a statement in which he abolished his own 
office of Acting-President of Congress, and 
declared that its powers now reverted to 
the President of the Karachi session of Con- 
gress, Mr. Vallabhai Patel, who is at the 
moment in Nasik Jail, 

He also declared abolished all provincial, 
district and other Congress dictatorships, 
saying that he was leaving “ all Congress- 
men and Congresswomen to realise their 
duties and responsibilities and act accord- 
ingly.”

The problem of the stabilisation of 
exchanges, which has hitherto baffled inter- 
national experts, forms the basis of a : chem? 
which has been worked out by one of the 
leaders of modern india, who, before his 
return to his own country after attending 
the White Paper Committee meetings in 
London, laid it before a number of financial 
experts as his own contribution to a settle- 
ment of world troubles. 

He is Sir Prabhashcnkar Pattani, of 
Bhavnagar, the veteran statesman, whose 
counsels have on many occasions during the 
last decade or two had a decisive effect on 
Indian affairs, and whose knowledge of 
economics Is not confined merely to those of 
the Empire. So diffident was he over sub- 
mitting his scheme, and so fearful was he 
lest he should incur a charge of presumption,

THE LICENSED TRADE. 


While the Minister for Finance has not 
altogether abandoned the scheme which he 
foreshadowed of raising the amount by the 
imposition of an increased super tax on 
mcomes of over £2,000 a year, it was 
learned yesterday that at his request the 
Revenue Commissioners were considering 
to what extent the licensed trade could be 
made to bear the burden. The suggestion 
appears to be to increase the cost of the 
existing licences on premises valued at 
£50 and upwards to such an extent as 
would raise the required £30,000. 

This scheme will not be well received by 
the licensed trade, whose members already 
are hard hit from various causes. Senator 
Fanning, a former president of the Licensed 
Vintners’ Association, compared che 
Minister’s quest in this direction to an 
endeavour ‘‘to extract juice from a 
thoroughly squeezed lemon.’’ The infor- 
mation ieieting the scheme was accom- 
panied by the proviso that the increased 
tax would not be sufficiently large to 
justify an increase in the price of liquor. 

Should the scheme to tax publicans’ 
licences be adopted, it is understood that 
about 1,000 licences would be affected, of 
which about 400 are in Dublin.

PEACE ON INDIAN 
FRONTIER. 


CONCLAVE OF HOSTILE 
TRIBES.

SIMLA, Monday. 

An early peace on the north-west 
frontier seems likely, from information 
received here to-day. On August 15th the 
leading Maliks (Chiefs) of the Upper 
Mohmands asked the authorities to with- 
draw the punitive troops, “in order to 
avoid bloodshed.’’ 

The Maliks were told that the troops 
would remain until such a time as the 
hostile lashkars (armed bodies of men) 
had dispersed and the Government were 
satisfied that the Halimzai were in no 
further danger of aggression, 

This stand was stressed by vigorous 
action of the Peshawar Brigade column on 
August 16th, which left the Maliks in no 
doubt as to the Government's intentions. 
As a result over three hundred representa- 
tives of the Halimzai and the Upper 
Mohmands opened negotiations in a joint

t is reported that the Halimzai under- 
took to ask the Government to withdraw 
their troops, provided that the Upper 
Mohmand lashkars would first disperse,

Some 20,000 persons attended the 
funeral Services yesterday of the four men 
killed by the Machado police, whose bodies 
were uncovered in Atares. Castle. 

Gruesome details of the workings of 
President Machado’s secret police have 
been ascertained from private files of the 
old régime and from confessions of 
political - prisoners now being court- 
martialed in Havana. 

Shipping activities at all Cuban ports 
are still virtually paralysed, and perishable 
foodstuffs and other commodities are 
becoming increasingly scarce. The present 
Government is . sympathetic towards 
labour, and unwilling to use force in 
breaking the harbour workers’ strike, but 
the food situation may force drastic action.

He maintained that 325 women, children 
and old men had been massacred at Semel. 
and over 500 others at Askryezden, Sezari, 
Sechouri and Gingiham. 

“The Iraqi Army,” he said, “is abso- 
lutely responsible. These villages are on 
the route of the retiring Iraqi Army. The 
Government ot Iraq had connived at the 
massacres, having pardoned two notorious 
rebellious Kurd chiefs and sent them 
against the Assyrians. 

“King Feisal was a party to the 
massacres, and the murders and massacres 
continue. All Assyrians residing’ in 
Bagdad are in a most dangerous posi- 
tion.’’ 

The Mar Shimun stated that he was him- 
self a prisoner in Bagdad for three months 


and kept in ignorance of events, that his 


correspondence was confiscated, and that 
he was watched night and day. The Iraqis 
he declared, attempted to bribe him to 
betray the Assyrians. 

No part whatever was taken by the 
British, except in a diplomatic sense. 


CAUSE BEFORE LEAGUE. 


The Patriarch said that he left Bagdad 
on the condition that he be allowed to 
place his cause before the League of 
Nations. He was anxious that events 
should be known all over the world. What 
he had said was the truth. An Iraqi 
newspaper, he added, had advocated that 
the Assyrians should be treated as were 
the Armenians by the Turks. 

His journey from Bagdad had been 
without incident, he said, and all sible 
help was given by British officials, He

NATIONAL MILK 
POOL. 


The Times in a leading article says :— 
The farmers of England and Wales are 
now setting out to make themselves 
masters of the dairy industry. It is a big 
undertaking. The annual value of the 
country’s milk output is over £50,000,000, 
and the farmers concerned number 
probably as many as 150,000. Those who 
registered with the Milk Marketing Board 
before the lists closed last Saturday will 
shortly be called upon to record their votes 
for or against the marketing scheme, and 
when the result of the poll is declared it 
will be known whether these pooling pro- 
yposals are to become the law of the land, 
binding on all milk producers, under the 
provisions of the Agricultural Marketing 
Acts. 

The prospect of a marketing scheme need 
arouse in the consumer of milk no fears of 
exploitation. Indeed, if this pooling 
scheme is not carried through, there is a 
real risk of chaos overcoming the milk 
market with the breakdown of the estab- 
lished system of distribution. It will be 
to the interest of the farmers’ pool 
to maintain and increase the demand 
for fresh milk, which: alone brings in a 
remunerative price. It would manifestly 
be the utmost folly for the Milk Market- 
ing Board to attempt to exact an excessive 
price. It could only result in the aliena- 
tion of public sympathy and a reduced 
consumption of fresh milk. The pressing 
need of the industry is for a larger outlet 
foc fresh milk. As has been pointed out 
so often, there is ample scope in this 
country for an increase in milk consump- 
tion. Moreover, the appointment of three 
Government members to guide the Board 
in its price-fixing policy for the first year 
Is an assurance that the interests of the 
ecnsumers, distributors and manufac- 
turers of milk will have full consideration. 
This scheme, if now approved by the votes 
of the milk-producers, will mark another 
stage in the development of a constructive 
policy for agriculture.

Mr. J. W. Dulanty, High Commissioner 
in London, was the delegate for the Irish 
Free State. 

At the end of the session it was stated 
that a draft text was submitted by the 
wheat exporting countries. 

The text stated that the wheat importing 
countries, being desirous of co-operating 
with the wheat exporting countries in 
order to establish a balance between the 
production and consumption of wheat, and 
to bring about a rise and stabilisation of 
prices at a level remunerative to the 
farmer, and in accordance with the prin- 
ciple approved by the Economic Commis- 
sion of the World Conference, agreed to 
the following :— ' 


STABILISING ACREAGE, 


1—That they will henceforth not 
encourage any extension of the area sown 
to wheat, and will not take any Govern- 
mental measures, the effect of which would 
be to increase the domestic production of 
wheat. 

2—That they will adopt every possible 
measure to increase the consumption of 
wheat, and are prepared to bring about 
the progressive removal of measures which 
tend to lower the quality of breadstuffs 
and thereby decrease the human consump- 
tion of wheat. 

3—That a substantial improvement in 
the price of wheat should have as its con- 
seyuence a lowering of Customs tariffs, and 
they are prepared to begin such adjust- 
ment of Customs tariffs when the inter- 
national price of wheat reaches and 
maintains for a specified period an average 
price to be fixed. It is understood that 
the rate of duty necessary to assure re- 
munerative prices may vary for different 
countries, but will not be sufficiently high 
to encourage farmers to expand. wheat 
acreage. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS. 


4—In order to restore more normal con, 
ditions in world trade in wheat, the 
reduction of Customs tariffs would have 
to be accompanied by modifications of the 
general régime of quantitative restriction 
of wheat imports, and accept in printiple 
the desirability of such a modification. 

The exporting countries, for their part, 
agree that it may not be possible to make 
substantial progress in these modifications 
it 1935-34, but the importing countries 
are prepared to make effective alterations 
in 1934-35 if world prices have taken a 
definitely upward turn from the average 
price of the first quarter of the calendar 
year 1933, 

The objective of these relaxations of the 
various forms of quantitative restrictions 
will be to restore a more normal balance 
between the total consumption and 
imports, and thereby to increase the 
volume of international trade in wheat. 

It was stated that agreement was 
reached that a sub-committee should be 
set up to report on various technical ques- 
tions arising out of Paragraph 3 of the 
draft text, and that a sub-committee 
should be appointed to consider the ques- 
tion of setting up an international advisory 
committee. 

Both sub-committees will report -by to- 
morrow morning. 

The conference will resume to-morrow 
afternoon, by which time it is expected 
that all delegates will have received full 
instructions from their Governments,

TRIPARTITE TALKS 


IN INDIA. 


R. W. RUNCIMAN, President of the 

Board of Trade, has written a letter 

to Sir William Clare Lees, chairman of 

the delegation which will sail for India on 

August 25th to. engage in tripartite discus- 

sions with representatives of the textile 
industries of India and Japan. 

In it he says: ‘‘ I am very glad to learn that 
the proposals for a frank and friendly discus- 
sion of their mutual difficulties betweén the 
textile industries of India, Japan and this 
country have borne fruit, and that a repre- 
sentative United Kingdom delegation is about 
to sail for India under your leadership. The 
tripartite discussions in which yóur delega- 
tion will take part afford a most important 
opportunity for bringing order to the trade. 
Your discussions will, I hope, represent an 
impertant development in the field of inter- 
national co-operation which will point to a 
method of solution of many of the difficulties, 
not only of the textile industries, but also of 
other industries,”

The coach- 
driver jammed on the brakes, but it was 
raining at the time and the coach skidded on 
to the track. The engine of the train, which 
was half way across, struck the coach in the 
middle smashing in the side. The force of 
the impact threw the coach two or three 
yards along the track. I jumped up as soon 
as I saw what was about to happen, but was 
thrown across the coach. Broken glass and 
smashed wootlwork flew about, and several 
of us received cuts. One woman fainted.’’

THE INDEPENDENCE

“58 most important result of the 
. negotiations is the assurance that 
Italy is backing Austria and the present 
Government -through thick and thin,” 
stated a person in close touch with Dr. 
Dolifuss, the Austrian Chancellor, in an 
interview with the Viennese newspaper 
Ertrablatt. ; ! 

The visit of Dr. Dollfuss to Italy for 
discussions with Signor Mussolini came to 
an end yestcrday morning, when Dr. Doll- 
fuss left by air for Vienna. His arrival, 
however, was kept secret until he had left 
again for Salzburg for an aerial inspection 
of the new mountain highway. 

The conversations with Italy have 
aroused speculation throughout Europe, 
and ‘while it is stressed by the Italian 
Foreign Office that no statement about 
the result of the talks is yet possible, cer- 
tain deductions have been má m in Vienna 
and Paris. 

Reuter's Correspondent in Rome writes 
that an exchange of views upon Dr. Doll- 
fuss's detailed report of conditions, 
economic end political, in Austria is now 
taking plice between Rome, Paris and 
London. . : 

The most urgent need is to find economic 
relief for Austria, and Signor Mussolini is 
studying how he can best contribute to a 
concerted action in that respect. 


STRAIN ON FRIENDSHIP. 


It is learned on trustworthy authority 
that Signor Mussolini has again, over the 
week-end, made friendly representations to 
Berlin about Nazi propaganda in Austria. 
The move, it is believed, was made through 
the Italian Ambassador in Berlin. 

The Foreign Office declines to comment 
on this, but it appears to be true. 

The brief week-end meeting between Dr. 
Dollfuss and Signer Mussolini closed with 
h private supper party on the terrace of 
the. Grand Hotel at Riccione. The two 
statesmen talked together under the bright 
starlight untal streaks of gold from the 
Adriatic appeared on the horizon. The 
inhabitants of Rimini were net fully 
avake when, at 6 o'clock, Dr. Dollfuss’s 
‘plane rose from the air-purt, homeward 
bound.

HUNGARY’S POSITION. 


Many feel that unless Signor Mussolini 's 
influence with .Chancellor Hitler proves 
strong enough to end Austro-German 
friction very shortly, the Four-Power Pact 
itself will be held up to derision by France 
and the States of the Little Entente. 

It must be remembered that the French 
Senate and Chamber have not as yet re- 
cognised that fact. However, for the 
moment, Italy will pursue her policy of 
proffering friendly counsels of moderation 
to Berlin. 

A bright spot in the situation is the plan 
alluded to in the official communiqué for 
bringing Hungary and Austria nearer 
together. Italians believe that it will make 
Chancellor Hitler exert himself to cure the 
dangerous fóle of his Brown-Shirts, 
because he, too, is bidding for Hungary’s 
friendship. 

In Vienna Dr. Dollfuss’s visit is re- 
garded officially as being for a purely 
economic discussion between the heads of 
the two Governments. 

In usually well-informed circles, how- 
ever, it is pointed out that politics were 
also discussed, especially Germany's con- 
tinuous interferences in Austrian domestic 
political affairs through German broad- 
casts. 

It is believed that Dr. Dollfuss has given 
up his policy of friendliness to Germany, 
and has attempted to win Signor Mussolini 
over to concerted action by the European 
Powers against Germany. It is stated 
that it is possible that a step in Berlin 
mer take the form of friendly interven- 
ion, 


Reports that Britain, France and Italy 
had agreed to take military action to 
protect Austrian independence in the event 
of Nazi aggression are described by the 
Austrian Foreign Office spokesman as 
absurd. — 

It is added that the matter has not been 
mentioned in the Mussolini-Dollfuss con- 
versations, as this is contrary to Dr. 
Dolifuss’s policy. The Chancellor has 
repeatedly announced that he is a German, 
and has even refused to bring differences 
between two German States before the 
League of Nations. The Foreign Office 
spokesman regards the report as ‘ pure 
invention.”’ 

It is pointed out that Europe is still 
suffering from the last war, we es mili- 
tary intervention would undoubtedly throw 
Europe into a new turmoil. 

French official quarters informed Reuter 
yesterday morning that, judging by first 
reports, they consider the Riccione conver- 
sations to have been satisfactory. 

They point out that the three problems 
for discussion seem to be :— 

(1)—Countering German wireless propa- 
ganda. i 

(2)—Strengthening of the 
police. 

(3)—Economic assistance to Austria to 
keep her alive. 

Tt is pointed out that, in the absence of 
Mr. Macdonald and Sir John Simon, and 
with Signor Mussolini off for the Italian 
manceuvres, no three-Power action is to be 
expected before the end of the month. 


BERLIN. RETICENT, 


Berlin newspapers are extremely reticent 
on the Mussolini-Dollfuss meeting, the only 
paper to comment being the Deutsche 
Aligemeine Zeitung, which believes that 
Mussolini’s attitude towards the Danubian 
question has not been altered as a result of 
the meeting. ns 

He still refuses to join in a collective 
démarche of the Powers, says the news- 
paper, and has replied to the French cry 
or League intervention with the Riccione 
meeting, the communiqué on which is not 
very enlightening.

THE LAND BILL, 


Though the Land Bill had been greatly 
improved from when it was originally intro- 
duced it was still a rotten bill.

ITALIAN. GIRL 
OFFERS HER :BLOOD. 


HE offer of a 19 years old Italian girl, 
bf staying in England to learn the language, 
i to. give some of her, blood in. order to 
Save the life of a with whom she 
had been feneing with steel. stilettos, was re- 
vealed at an inquest at Herne Bay last night. 

Arthur Robert Pearson (15), son of Ernest 
A. Pearson, licensee of the Druid’s Head, 
Herne Bay, scholar at the Simon Langton 
School at Canterbury, attended a charity 
jéte on the cricket grounds, Herne Bay, on 
Friday night and died from a wound insicted 
with a stiletto, although blood transfusions 
were given him. 

The girl, Louise Fasciotti, who is staying 
at an address in Herne Bay, was present with 
her mother at the inquest. 

She is a tall, attractive girl, and was wear- 
ing a dark brown coatee and skirt, light 

een blouse and a beret. : 

The boy’s father said that Miss Fasciotti 
came to see him the morning after the 
accident, and, unaware that bis son had died, 
offered to give some of her blood to save his 
life. She collapsed on hearing of his death. 
Whilst the hoy was at a school camp in the 
Isle of Wight recently the cook gave him 
two steel stilettos. He was rather fond of 
collecting knives, guns and swords, and wit- 
ess did not think it necessary to warn him 
of the danger of the stilettos. 

Leslie K. J, Plowright, aged 19, a former 
prefect at the boys’ school, said that Pearson 
took two steel stilettos from his pocket whilst 
they were at the féfe and began fencing with 
them with Miss Fasciotti, who came over and 
spoke to him. 

Pearson suddenly stambled towards the girl 
and cried out. ‘Good God!” she said to 
_ (Plowright) in French, “ What have I 
one ; 


‘‘ Afterwards,’’ said Plowright, “ the girl 
told me in French she did not know it was 
a real weapon. She thought it was one of 
those theatrical weapons, the blade of which 
disappears into the hand upon contact.” 


GIRL'S EVIDENCE. 


Standing up in court, Miss Fasciotti 

declared that Plowright was. mistaken, She 
said that she spoke to him in Italian, and 
asked him, ** at is the matter?” 
_In evidence, Miss Fasciotti stated that on 
Friday afternoon she was with Pearson, his 
sister and another boy friend at a beach nut 
on the sea front. Pearson showed them tite 
stilettos, and they threw théni at a wall tiie 
Red Indians. She met Pearson casually at 
the féte on Friday evening. She had known 
him oply three days. He gave her a stiletto 
and took up the attitude of a swordsman. 

“I took up the same attitude,” she said, 
“and we crossed stilettos.’’ 

‘* We only played about in the air, and 
I think it is impossible that it was my 
stiletto, because I did not feel any resistance 
against it. He moved liis foot and lunged 
forward, and then raw away.” 

he gir demonstrated how she and the 
boy held the stilettes in the air, and said 
that Pearson’s upraised hand. prevented her 
from inflicting a wound. She thought that 

drew his own stiletto towards himself, 
unaware that the blade, and not the handle, 
was pointing towards his body. She had 
previously shown him how one could twist 
a stiletto round and strike oneself with the 
handle, She thought he was doing the same 
thing and forgot to turn the blade. 

Henry Shand, of Grand Drive; Herne Bay, 
and Ronald Edgar Moody, of Goomer road, 
Fulham, who were. with Pearson, said that 
the accident happened so suddenly they 
could not say which. stiletto inflicted the 


wound, 
Dr. F. €. Cozens, of Herne Bay, who was 

on the /féte ground at the time, expressed 

the view that the nature of the wound pointed 

ne having accidentally stabbed him-

The Deputy Coroner for East Kent—Mr. 
K: Mowlil—said he thought that the jury

eusel was the cleverer and more finished 
boxer throughout, and he was well ahead on 
points when the fight ended. The German 
forced the fighting from the first bell, and 
he bored his way past Crossley’s defence to 
land heavily with lefts and rights to the 
body. Crossley covered up against the on- 
slaught of blows in the fifth and sixth rounds, 
but after a good deal of holding the referee 
spoke to both men. 

As the fight progressed the men put more 
vigour into their work, and they exchanged 
blows with more freedom. In the twelfth 
round Crossley, who was bleeding badly from 
a cut on the mouth, stood his ground and 
landed rights to the German’s head, but 
Neusel evaded the lefts of the Yorkshireman 
and he was superior at long range. 

A section of the seven thousand people who 
saw the fight protested strongly at the verdict 
in favour of the German. They maintained 
that Neuse! had prevented Crossley from 
making a fight of it. But throughovt Neusel 
appeared the master of the situation, and 
there was no doubt at all that he had piled 
up a good lead of points. 

In a supporting contest Reggie Meen, the 
former British heavy-weight  title-holder, 
knoc’ed out Frank Borrington, of Derby, in 
the fifth round.

THE BENEFITS. OF 
REFRIGERATION.

ORANGES BROUGHT FROM 
AUSTRALIA. 


The arrival in London of a large consign- 
ment of oranges from Australia in the Orient 
liner Otranto is another example of the 
benefits of refrigeration, which were em- 
phasised last month at the annual summer 
meeting of the representative association deal- 
ing with this important phase of scientific 
enterprise, states the SArpbuilding and Ship- 
ping Jtecord, ' . 

During the last few years isolated experi- 
metits have been made at various times in 
bringing the fruit from Australia, and it is 
now stated that the arrival in good condition 
of 30,000 cases ‘of oranges in the Otranto 
shows that the transpert has become a 

ractical proposition. More are to follow. 
The next stage is, it is pointed out, to secure 
a commercial price for the product, 

One of the benefits which would result from 
a development of the exports of oranges from 
Australia is due to the variations in the 
seasons, which would mean that the fruit 
would be available in Northern Europe at 
times when it is not ready to be gathered in 
all the other producing countries. 

South Africa and Brazil are prominent 
among the large growers of oranges which 
are orks to deliver them during the European 
winter. The distance from Australia is 
greater, but the shipping lines have shown 
their ability to bring produce from Australia 
and New Zealand at very low cost—the trans- 
port of apples from these countries has now 
assumed very large proportions, The im- 
portation of fruit to these islands on a large 
scale has been one of the leading develop- 
ments in transport during the last few years.

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PUSEY’S MANOR HOUSE. 
TO CHANGE HANDS.

The manor-house of Pusey, near Faringdon, 
where was born Edmund bouverle Pusey, the 
companion of Newman and Keble in the 
launching of the Oxford Movement, is to 
change hands for the first time since before 
the Conquest, according to the Oxford Corres- 
pondent of the Manchester Guardian. 

The history of this manor is linked up 
with one of the oldest surviving historical 
relics in the country. This is a hunting-horn, 
which, according to the family tradition and 
to a fifteenth-century inseription on the hor? 
itself, was given by King Canute to William 
Pusey, the founder of the family. 

The story tells that, in the wars between 
Canute and Edmund Ironside, William Pusey 
took the side of the Danish King, In disguise 
he visited Edmund’s camp at Cherbury near 
by—the earthworks of which can still be 
seen—and brought back word of the Saxon 
strength. Canute gave him the horn in 
reward, granting to him all the surrounding 
land for as far as he could make the horn 
heard. Through many centuries this hunting- 
horn was itself the legal title-deed to the 
property, although in time written — title- 
deeds were substituted, The manor is to 
this day held by “ cornage,”’ one of the most 
ancient of all forms of tenure by knight 
service.

Sheraton’ and Chippendale furniture, origi- 
naily made for the house, is now leaving it 
for the first time, on its way to the sale- 
rooms. 

Lhe beer which until quite recent days was 
brewed in the great kitchen was renowned 
for its strength, and it is still related how 
the austere wife’ of a famous Oxford don of 
the last century, after having tasted it, com- 
plained in a high falsetto : '' But I see two 
staircases.’’ 

In his later life Dr. Pusey often returned 
to his early home on visits to his brother, 
and a tree on the terrace is still known .as 
Dr. Pusey’s oak. Under it he wrote manv 
of the “ Tracts for the 'Times.’’ Pusey Manor 
also boasts other famous trees. In its grounds 
may be seen one of the only two black wal- 
nut trees in Britain, and an ancient, gnarled 
jane tree has been computed by experts to 

e probably a thousand years old.
